lonableneſſe, Neceſſity , and Common-concernment whereof 
; all, we dare appeale to the whole Kingdome, and to the 

orld : yet, we have hitherto received no anſwer thereunto , 
nur Can we heare of any ccnſderation taken thereupen, to pur 
the things conteined therein into any way Of rcfolution or

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3. Wee have fince, id purſuance' of the fick and ſecond nc24 
of our deltres in the ſaMd repreſentation, delivered in a charge a- 
g2ainſt divers perſons, Members of the Houle of Commons,for divers 
defignes and praQiles to the abuſe and Diſhonor of the Parliament 
the anſufferable injury of the Army,the infringment-of the Rights 
and Liberties both of Souldiers and SubjeQs, the breach or haz- 
zard of the Peace of this Kingdome, and rhe hinderance of the re- 
liefe of Ireland gc. | Cn” 

Vpon whick though the maine things chargzd, with the 
miſchievous ette&s and further dangerous corifequences of them, 
as alſo the conſtant and continued aQtivity of all, or moſt of the 
perſons charged in ielation. co thoſe. things, for the moſt part 
are ſufficiently knowrit, efpecially.to the Parliament it felfe , yer 
wee finde neither any thing done vpon what is ſo knowne, nor 
any way reſolved on or admitted by the Parliament for the ex- 
amination or diſcovery of what may beleſs xnowne : But rather 

| (as if neither the things charged nor the prefent ſad effeQs nor 
tatare ill conſequences thereof were at all conſ{tderable )the whe 
bulinefſe ſeemes to be {l'ghtly paſt ouer or fer afide. < 

Laſtly we did with theſe deliver in_ another paper ( whereof 
here is a Coppy annexed) contayning divers juſt and neceſſary 
things which wee did defire might be-provided for, and done for 
the better prqceeding in the Premiffes with more ſafety to our

_ Firſt, That as the moſt and maine things charged (with. the 
ſad eff:&s and conſequences of them). ſo. the conſtant .and.conti- 
nued aivity, of all or moſt of the perſons charged in relati- 
. on thereunto, ( in milinforming, deluding, abuling or ſurprifing 
the Houſe, and otherwiſe, are ſufficiently knowne to the Parlia- 
ment it ſelfe,”) fo as the Houſe might upon their .owne paſt and 
preſent cognizance .of the ſame, moſt juſtly. proceed to ſuſpend 
them,) as (in many other caſes upon farre lefſe occafions which 
never could have produced ſuch ſad effe&s. to the Kingdome,) 
they have done many other of their members meerely for words 
ſpoken of things moved inthe Houſe alledged; to-be bur againſt 
O:der or Cuſtom? of rhe Houle, and this without any tryall, 
 proofe.or charge, but meerely upon the Houſes owne cognizance 
of the things, as we could inftance in many caſes fince this Par- 
liament began. _ EE, 
Szcondly,. Whereas many of the things to which tlie Charge 
relates, are things ſpoken, moved or done inche Houſe, fo as yer 
. We have no cleare way opened particularly to charge or mention 
them, or to produce prootes to them, without ſome-pretence a- 
;Hainſt us. of breach of priviledge, and therefore (though we 
 hinke no-priviledge ought to proteR evill men in daing. wrong 
tO particulars, or miſchiefe tothe. Publique yer,) we have beene 
hitherto ſo. tender of Parliament- Priviledges, as that we have 
onely remonſtrated the evill of: ſuch things done, and ſuppoſing 
the Houſe to have. beene ( as. we did, and doe beleeve,- and if 
Way were op2n, without breach of Pciyiledge, ſhould not doubt 
to. proove it was) lome wayes milinformed, deladed, furprized, 
or otheewile abuſed in thele things by. evill members, we. have 
Frequengly,jn formor. papers, (before the Charge) put the Par- 
liament upon ir, (who without colour of breach of Priviledge 
A 3 wight . 
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might doe it,) to find out and diſcover who they were that h:d 
ſo abuſed them , and to diſfingage the Honour of Parliamenc 
from the evill praiſes and defignes of fuch Incendiaries. 

Now fince the ſame difficulties or prejudices lye yet in our 
way, (as to the particular charging or proofe: of fuch things a- 
gainſt members.) And the Parliament{though ſo ofcen put upon 
it in our former papers, yet through the powerfull intereſt of che 
perſons guilty,) hath not taken any cognizance what members 
or others have (o abuſed them, to draw the. Parliament to ſuch 
diſhonour and inconventences, we cannot but againe more ful- 
ly and clcarely affert (as we have in former papers, and ſhall more 
particularly if neede be, remonſtrate) that divers chings lately 
done and paſled from the Parliament againft this Army, (as 
particularly the Order for ſuppreſſing the Petition, that high 
Declaration againſt it, and againſt all that ſhould proceede in 
ir, putting the faichfull ſervants of the Parliament and King- 
dame out of the proteQion of the Law, and expoſing them as 
enemies to the State, &c: to the forfeiture of Eftates, Liber- 
ties, Life and all, but for going about in an humble, peaccable 
and inofftenfive way, to defire what was undeniably, their due 
and dearely earned, and many other ſuch like proceedings both 
againſt the Army, and others,) doe carry with them ſuch a face 
of injuſtice, oppreſſion, arbitrarineſfſe and tyranny, as (we thinke) 
1s not to be paraleld in any former proceedings of the moſt Ar- 
bitrary Courts againſt any private men, but have brought in- 
ſufferable. diſhonour upon the 'Parliament, (which we are, and 
othersought ro be deepely ſenſible of,) hath cended to difobliedge 
all men, eſpectally Souldiers from the fame, to deſtroy all juft 
freedcme either of Souldiers or SubjeRs, and hath conduced to 
all other the fad effeAs and worſe conſequences , expreflſed in 
the Charge, and gives us and others cauſe ro conclude that thoſe 
Worthies, who have formerly ated and carried on things in 
Parliament for Pablique-Good , Right and Freedome , are 
now awed or over-borne by a prevailing party of men of other 
private intereſts crept in, and that neicher we, nor any other can 
reaſonably expe. right freedome or ſafety (as private men or) 
tohave things aQed'in' Parliament for publicke good while the 
Lame perſons continue there in the ſame power to abuſe the name 

and 
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and authority of Parliament, to ſerve and proſecute their private 
intereſts and paſſions and ( vnder the priviledges of Parliament ) 
co ſhelcer themſelves under the worſt of evills or miſcheifes they 
can doe, though to the Ruine of the Kingdome. Wee are in th 
caſc forc'd (to our great griefe of heart) thus plainely to affere 
the preſent evi!l and miſchiefe, rogether with the future *worſe 
conlequences of the things lately done even in the Parliament ic 
ſ:lfe, (which are too evident and viſtble to all.)JAnd fo (in their 
proper colours) to lay the ſame at the Parliaments doores,. un-. 
ull the Parliament ſhall be pleaſed either of themſelves to take 
notice and ridde the Houſes of thoſe who have any way miſin- 
formed, deluded, furpriz:d, or otherwife abuſed. che Partiament 
ro the paſſing ſuch foule things there, or ſhall. open to us and: 
others ſome way how we may (regularly and without the ſcan- 
dall of breaking Priviledges come to charge and profecute thoſe: 
particular perſons, that (in truth) have fo abuſed the Parlia- 
ment, (as well as our ſelves) even for thoſe mitinformations, and: 
Other evill and indireC& praCtiſes or proceedings in Parliament, 
whereby they have ſo abuſed the fame (as in our ſaid Charge 
and former papers is ſet forth.) 
And here ( if wee may ) we ſhoauld hambly offer to con{tdera- 
tion whether it were not a necaſſary expedient, for prevention or: 
remedy of ſuch evills in future, that in things fo clearely diftru- 
Ctive to the common Rights and Liberties of the people,and the ' 
lafery of the Kingdom, there ſhould be a libertie for difi:neing 
members in the houſe of Commons ( as it is alowed in the houle' 
of Peers) to enter their difſent, and'chereby co acquic themſe!ves: 
from the guilt or blame of what evill may enſue, that ſo the King- 
dome may regularly cometo know who they are that- performe- 
their truftfaithfully, antwho not: Zn this provifion for -che 
future, (as alſo our deſires for remedy in the prefent cafes) as it. 
werec.earely good and neceſſary in-the refpets premiſed, to (wee 
thinke) the ſamemay well be withont futare prejudice or diſcou-: 
ragement In ary other reſpe&s ro ſucceed/pg Members of Parlia-- 
ment. Providing alwaies that no man ſhall be queCtioned or cen- 
fared for any thing faid or donein Parliament any further then to- 
excluſion from thattruſt, which is all that in the preſent caſe wee © 


fnould deſire upon any ſuch grounds. And that future liberty of 
entering. -;

entering diſſents wee doe not here propoſe asa thing wee any way 
infiſt on to the prejudice of Parl;ament priviledges, wee onely offer 
it to confideration,and that from good wiſhes to the Priviledges 
of Parliament, to render them more laſting by being leſle nccenr. 
And indeed whoever moſt adores or tenders thoſe Priviledges,wil 
beſt exprefle his zcale towards them in taking care they be not a- 
buſed or extended to private wrong or publicke miſchiefe. (For 
weeclearly tinde & all wiſem:n may (ce ic) chat Parliament Privi- 
ledger, as well as Royall-Prerogative,may be perverted and abuſed 
0 the deſtru@ion of thoſe greater ends for whoſe prote&tion and 
preſervation they were admitted or intended (viz. the Rights and 
Liberties of the people and fafery of the whole) and ia caſe they 
be ſo, the abuſe,evill , or danger of chem is no iefle ro be conter:- 
ded againft,and a remedy hereof no l:{ſ: to be endeavoured,then 
of the other. : . 
And whereas the injuſtice (in that particular of the Declaration 

againſt the Army tor their juſt and innccent Petition) may. ſ:e.me 
ro have bin recompenſed.in thelateexpungeing thereof our of the 
Tournall bookes. Wee confefle ic had bin ſoin great meaſure , as 
to the particular or preſent injury done to rne Army therein,&( we 
cannot but acknowledge therefore the Juſtice that lyes in thoſe 
Votes for expungeing thereof,and for our owne or the Armys par- 
ticular reparation, wee ſhould neicher. wiſh more , nor ſcarce ba ve 
inſiſted on ſo much.cto any diſhenor of Parliaments in future, & we 
{ſhould rather have been ſatisfied with the Parliaments declaring

As to our deſire of having the Army prefently paid, as equally 
with thoſe that have deſerted it, we appeal to all men for the ju-

The juſtice in that the former ſervice (for which thoſe arrears 
are due) hath been (acleaſt as faithfully) and diligently perfor- 
med by the Army, as by thoſe deſerters of it, and in our preſent. 
poſture (though they have appeared indeed more officious, and 
ſerviceable to the intereſts and will of particular wen chen we, 
yet weare ſure the Army is, (and we hope) will at laft appeare 
to be more fairhfull ro the true interefl of Parliaments and the 
Kingdom ( which we were at firſt call'd out and ingaged for) 
then they-in deſerting the Army have hitherto appeared. 

For the reaſonablencfſe of our deſires , chough we have 
grounds to claim more then they, or rather that they or ſome of 
them ſhould forfeit their arrears, yet we ask (for preſent) but ec.
